THE VIKING’S TOMB. 
Fortunate 


A Norwegian Widow’s 
Treasure Trove. 
Correspondence Boston Advertiser. 


On the western coast of the Christiania 
Fjord, near the town of Sandeijord, is a farm 
called Gokstud, which has been for many 
years in the possession of a peasant family. 
Op this farm, about a mile from the shore of 
the fjord, was a hill, which has been known 
for centuries as ‘‘Kongshouzen,’’ or King’s 
Hill, from the tradition that an old king had 
been buried init. A few years ago the father 
of this peasant family died. After that things 
went from bad to worse with the widow, un- 
tillast spring the utmost strait seemed to 
have been reached, and her sons said to her: 

**There is no help for it; we must sell the 
farm.’ 

**Yes, there is one more thing left,’’ she 
replied; ‘*we can dig intheold hill; there 
may be something there.” 

The boys looked at eachother. There was 
nothing to be lost; the farm had to goat any 
rate; there might be something to be won; it 
was worth trying. They went to the hill, and 
“with trembling hands,’ says the Norwe- 
gian’s simple story of their beginning, ‘‘ put 
their spades into the crown of the hill.””? They 
had not dug long before they came toa treas- 
ure which was to savethem from being turn- 
ed outof their home; it was the ship of an 
old Viking, buried there at leasta thousand 
years ago. 

Fortunately for themselves and the world, 
the peasants were wise enough to stop at this 
stage of their proceedings and report their 
discoverv to the Antiquarian Society at Chris- 
tiania. The society at once sent the distin- 
guished archxologist, Mr. Nicolaysen, to in- 
vestigate the matter, and the subsequent ex- 
cavating was conducted under his charge. It 
proved to be the entire hull of asplendid old 
oak ship, in far better preservation than any 
which has yet been found, and containing rel- 
ics and remains of various sorts, which 
showed conclusively that it had been the 
tomb of some old Norwegian heroes at least 
as long agoasthe ‘‘younger iron age.”’ It 
must have been agrand oid ship in its day, 
seventy-five feet long from stem to stern, and 
sixteen feet wide in the middle; not deep in 
the hold, for these old Vikings were not in 
the wav of spending much time in cabitns— 
weather was all the same to them, unless, in- 
deed, they might have liked storms best,waich 
would seem in nowise unlikely. 

The widow of Gokstud has realized from 
tbis discovery a sum which, although to her 
it is large, is so small intrinsically that one 
cannot help wishing the chance io buy this 
grand old reliccould have fallen into the 
bands of the representative of some country 
more able than Norway to pay prices ap- 
proaching to the true value of relics of an- 
tiquity. During the few months of the exca:- 
vation of the ship all visitors to the farm paid 
for seeingit, and from this source the poor 
woman got three hundred dollars. The 

bristilania Society paid her five hundred 
more for the ship itself, and with this she is 
morethan content. Her farmis paid for, 
and she can never cometo want. That, in 
Norway, is riches, and ought to be all over 
the world. Nevertheless, one cannot help 
thinking how smalla priceis eight hundred 
dollars for a true old Viking’s ship 
inthe very shape he sailed it a thousand 
years ago; withthe hold filled with fragments 
of hisand his warriors’ splendid accoutre- 
ments; the rings for their right handsand the 
bosses of their shields; the carved fastenings 
of their belts; the gold loops and slides of 
their horses’ trappings. I coveted it all for 
America. If such athing could have been 
as thatit had been sold to us, and We had set 
it up restored in allits glory ina fitting spot 
in some one of our great parks, would it not 
have stirred the souls of thousands of men 
and women and children éach vear to a great- 
er respect, @ more attentive reverence and a 
better knowledge of the past? If it had made 
one boy read the Frithof’s Saga it might 
thereby have given America one more hero 
than she would otherwise have had.

PIRATE GOLD. 


The True Story of the Notorious Cap- 
tain Kidd at Last. | 


From the N. ¥, Times. 


Search for hidden treasure, whether de- 
ited: by nature or buried by micers or free- 
Eootera: has always been one of the most fas- 
clnetins ocoupeiem of the bulk of maukind. 
Something in the very name of concealed gold 
so appeals to their greed asto mar, if not de- 
stroy for the time, all their coolness of judg- 
ment. ‘The burial of Capt. Kidd’s actual, or 
imagined, treasure exemplifies this peculiari- 
ty. Men have been hunting for it periodical- 
ly on the banks of the Hudson and the shores 
of Long Island Sound fora century anda 
half. Just now, a number of visionaries seem 
to be confident that they have discovered the 
place, nearly opposite Peekskill, where a 
great deal of the pirate’s gold lies in a sunken 
shipin the river,ready tobe recovered by 
those enterprising souls. William Kidd 
was not, as has been sometimes 
thought, English by birth. He was an 
American, probably a New Yorker, and ap- 
pears to have followed tne sea from his youth. 
About 1695, when he was, presumably, some 
forty years old, he was accounted one of the 
boldest and most skillful ship-masters sailing 
from this port. Piratical inroads had at that 
time grown to be sofrequent and serious 
upon British commerce that & company was 
formed, in which William III. and several 
prominent noblemen were shareholders, to 
equip an armed Vessel for their suppresion as 
well as for profit, tobe derived from recap- 
tures. At the suggestion of Col. Richard 
Livingston, Kidd, who had had some experi- 
ence asCaptain of aprivateer against the 
Frer¢éh, receiyed a commission signed by the 
King as commander of the Adventure Galley, 
carrying thirty guns. Sailing from Plymouth, 
England, inthespring of 1696, he cruised 
for some months off our shores, occasionally 
coming intothis port. He here recruited his 
force to 150 men, and then sailed forihe East 
Indies an@ the African coast. During the 
<yoyage he determined toturn pirate himself, 
and, finding his officers and crew willing to 
join him, began plusdering whatever ships 
he found off Malabar and Madagascar. He 
returned hither in 1608 witha great deal of 
booty; burieda portion of it on Gardiner’s 
Island, andthenm-wentto Boston, where he 
appeared with characteristic audacity in the 
streets, believing that he could, under his 
commission, clear himself of any charge of 
piracy that might be brought against him. 
The enormity of his outrages had reached 
England, and caused the Earl of Bellamont, 
then Governor of Massachusetts and New 
York, and one of the shareholders in the Ad- 
venture Galley enterprise, to have Kidd ap- 
prehended and conveyed to London. As it 
was very‘hard to prove him a pirate, he was 
arraigned for killing one of his crew, John 
Moore, by striking him with a bucket during 
a quarrel, and, after an obviously unfair trial, 
he was condemned and hanged. The treas- 
ures he had left—about 800 ounces of gold, 
900 ounces of silver, and several bags of sil- 
ver ornaments—were secured by Bellostin; 
but in the vulgar belief these formed an in- 
significant portton of his plunder, which im- 
agipary persons have been seeking ever since. 
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A COVETOUS FRIEND. 
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Murdering a Man for Bonds and Wife 
and Burning His Own Wite. 
Washington Dispatch to the Baltimore Sun, 


The Treasury Department was in the 
receipt some time since of a communicati:n 
from the chief of the detective corps of San 
Francisco containing statements which read 
like a highly wrought-up romance, em- 
bracing thecrimes of murder, robbery and 
martial infidelity. Two gentlemen, friends of 
each other, with their wives, were traveling 
in California. One of them had in his 
possessiona number of registered United 
States bonds. Thesight of the bends ex- 
cited the cupidity of his friend, who also 
coveted bis neighbor’s wife. The two men 
walked out together one afternoon to view 
the mountatn scenery. The owner of the 
bonds was never seen again and his com- 
panion reportéd that be bad accidentally 
tumbled down afrightful precipice- Subse- 
quently, while in the recesses of a vast forest, 
the man tied his own wife and burned her to 
death. Thenyin company with the wife of 
the missng man, he made his way back to San 
Francisco and wi h her connivance personat- 
ed the owner of the bonds and endeavored to 
negotiate the s#le of them. The two were 
shadowed and found to be living as man and: 
wife, the man assuming the name of the, 
friend whom he was believed to have murder- 
ed. Such is the outline of the detective’s 
story, and, as may readily be imagined, the 
Treasury ofticiais were on the qui vive for any. 
application which might come for the trans- 
ferofthe bondsto another party. Nothing 
was beard until quite recently, when a letter 
was received from the attorney of a lady living 
in Kansas City, asking the transfer of the 
bonds to her name. ‘The lady states that she 
is the widow of the person in whose name the 
bonds now stand registered. An account is 
then given of his murder or supposed murder 
by afalse friend, who, it is stated, obtained 
possession of the bonds, but there is nothing 
to indicate that she was an accessory or that 
she had any subsequent knowledge of the 
movements of the murderer.

She 
isnow greatly improved, using only two 
canes and sometimes but one. Inexplana- 
tion of this she made the following statement 
to a reporter: . 

**] have been the subject of one of the most 
wonderful cures, andlam willing to tell the 
story, because it will expose the lack of accu- 
rate scientific learning among physicians. 
After two years of suffering, in which I was 
treated for fracture and for sprains and had 
to encounter allthe opinions about the im- 

ossibility of a bony union in an interscapu- 
ar fracture, and about interstitial absorp- 
tion of the injured payt, I at last found out 
that in ali of the mass Of learning poured over 
my case the true cause of my trouble was not 
apparently thought of, and that, after ail, I 
was suffering from a dislocated thigh bone, 
which needed to be set.
